OF  THE 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for  the  Blind 
Halifax,  N.  S. 


Introduction:  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  submit  herewith  to  the  Members  of  the  Cor- 
poration, to  the  Governments  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and 
Newfoundland,  and  to  the  many  friends  of  the  School,  their 
fifty-fourth  annual  report,  and  at  the  same  time  acknowledge 
the  many  blessings  bestowed  upon  the  School  by  a kind  Provi- 
dence, both  directly  and  through  the  thoughtfulness  and  gener- 
osity of  many  friends. 

Maintenance:  The  support  of  the  School  comes  from 
three  sources:  per  capita  subsidies  paid  by  the  Governments 
of  the  three  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland;  income 
from  a small  endowment  fund  held  by  the  School;  and  public 
donations. 

The  maintenance  of  three  departments  of  instruction  Liter- 
ary.  Musical  and  Manual  Training;  the  large  teaching  staff  de- 
manded by  the  necessity  for  much  individual  and  special  training, 
the  expensive  nature  of  the  equipment  used,  and  the  necessity 
for  a large  domestic  staff,  all  demand  a substantial  current 
revenue.  Nevertheless,  your  Board  point  with  pardonable  pride 
to  the  marked  decrease  in  the  School's  indebtedness  during  the 
past  year;  but  at  the  same  time  call  the  attention  of  the  public 
to  the  fact  that  our  accumulated  deficits  still  amount  to  over 
$26,000.00  and  to  the  fact  that  the  increasing  demands  upon  the 
School  are  now  taxing  our  accommodation  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  necessity  of  enlarging  one  wing  of  the  residence  budding 
is  becoming  imminent. 
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Superintendent  and  Staff:  Your  Board  desire  to  record 
their  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  entire  staff  during  the  past 
year.  It  is  indeed  difficult  to  express  in  words  the  thanks  that 
are  due  to  them  for  the  great  interest  taken  in  their  work  from 
day  to  day. 

We  are  particularly  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E. 
Chesley  Allen  as  leaders  in  the  School's  activities,  and  undoubt- 
edly they  are  the  ones  largely  responsible  for  the  successful  year 
just  passed.  Your  Board  feel  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  must  be 
specially  mentioned,  as  the  success  of  the  School  is  largely  the 
result  of  their  untiring  energy  and  great  interest  shown  in  every 
matter  connected  with  the  School. 

Household  and  Grounds:  The  entire  resident  household, 
including  pupils  and  resident  staff , now  totals  two  hundred  and 
one  persons,  in  addition  to  which  there  are  twelve  non-resident 
members,  and  the  past  year  has  been  blessed  with  the  greatest 
spirit  of  good-fellowship  and  cooperation  in  this  large  family. 

Several  outstanding  improvements  and  accessions  to  equip- 
ment have  been  made  since  the  publication  of  our  last  report. 
The  installation  of  laundry  equipment  at  the  beginning  of  the 
past  year  has  fulfilled  our  highest  expectations,  having  reduced 
our  laundry  expense  to  less  than  forty  per  cent,  of  its  form-r 
amount.

wooden  building  removed  from  the  south-west  corner  of  the 
grounds  and  the  general  outside  appearance  improved  by  the 
planting  of  shrubs  and  setting  out  of  new  flower  beds. 

Superintendent’s  Report:  The  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent gives  particulars  as  to  the  condition,  progress  and 
results  of  the  School  during  the  past  year,  and  the  attention 
of  the  public  is  particularly  called  to  the  general  information 
concerning  the  School  appended  thereto 


Death  of  Mr.  S.  M.  Brookfield:  On  August  22nd, 
1924.  the  Board  lost  a most  valuable  member  through  the 
death  of  Mr.  S.  M.  Brookfield.  Mr.  Brookfield  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Board  since  1913,  and  in  connection  with  the 
School  for  the  Blind  as  well  as  with  his  many  other  philanthropic 
activities,  his  genial  personality  and  recognized  business  integrity 
had  been  pillars  of  strength. 


Other  Changes  on  the  Board:  On  December  6th, 

I 923,  the  Board  accepted  with  sincere  and  unanimous  regret  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  J.  Walter  Allison  as  one  of  its  members.  Dr. 
Allison  had  been  a member  of  the  Board  for  twenty  years  (1903- 
1923)  during  eleven  of  which  (1909  1920)  he  had  acted  as  its 
Vice-Chairman. 


On  December  I 1th,  1923,  Mr.  I.  C.  Stewart,  of  Halifax, 
Nova  Scotia,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resig- 
nation of  Dr.  Allison,  and  on  October  6th.,  1924,  Dr.  John  A. 
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MacDonald,  of  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Brookfield.

General  Information.  Whereas,  judging  from  the  in- 
quiries frequently  received,  there  still  exists  throughout  the 
territory  covered  by  the  School  a surprising  lack  of  knowledge 
concerning  the  School,  its  aims,  methods,  courses  of  instruction, 
requirements  for  admission,  etc.,  your  Superintendent  has  pre- 
pared under  a separate  heading  such  information  as  will  be  useful 
for  general  circulation,  which  information  will  be  found  appended 
to  this  report,  and  which  he  recommends  should  be  printed  as  a 
separate,  and  distributed  through  the  medium  of  the  Red  Cross, 
Medical  Associations,  teachers,  clergymen  and  others. 
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In  December  1923  the  Halifax  City  School  Board  decided 
to  discontinue  the  class  for  the  semi-sighted  that  was  being  con- 
ducted in  the  Tower  Road  School,  and  six  pupils  from  that  class 
were  added  to  the  number  of  semi-sighted  being  trained  in  our 
School. 

Since  some  of  our  pupils  carry  their  studies  in  the  Literary 
Department  much  farther  than  others,  it  has  been  decided  to 
indicate  the  literary  attainment  reached  by  our  graduates  by 
marking  their  literary  diplomas  as  “Common  School,”  “High 
School,  First  Year,”  “High  School.  Second  Year,”  and  “High 
School,  Third  Year.” 

The  distribution  of  pupils  in  the  musical  subjects  as  at  the 
close  of  the  past  school  year  was  as  follows:

Near  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June  a tuning  test  was 
given  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  S.  B.  Hayden  to  pupils  about 
to  graduate  from  the  tuning  department.  The  winner  of  first 
place  in  this  test  was  Gordon  MacKinnon  of  Antigonish,  N.  S. 

On  June  3rd,  the  boys'  outdoor  athletic  competitions 
were  held.  The  events  included  seventy-five  yard  dash,  shot 
put,  standing  broad  jump,  three  broad  jumps,  hand  wrestling 
lazy  stick,  chinning  and  tug-of-war.  The  boys  were  divided  into 
three  groups  according  to  age  and  the  highest  individual  scores 
were  won  by  the  following: 

Senior,  Wallace  Bryenton,  Charlottetown,  P.  E.  I. 

Intermediate.  Gregory  Collrin,  St.  John,  N.  B. 

Junior,  Theodore  Collrin,  St.  John,  N.  B. 

The  regular  physical  drill  classes  for  both  girls  and  boys 
under  the  able  instruction  of  Miss  Mae  Ward  and  Mr.  1 e’ 
Vaughan,  have  produced  excellent  results. 
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On  the  twelfth  of  June  our  Boy  Scouts,  officially  known 
as  the  5th  Halifax  Troop,  hiked  to  Bedford,  a distance  of  nine 
miles,  and  went  into  camp  for  ten  days  under  the  supervision  of 
Scoutmaster  Fred  Gaudet.  The  camp  was  conducted  strictly 
on  scouting  principles,  the  patrol  system  being  used  throughout 
and  the  boys  making  their  own  beds  and  camp  ovens,  and  doing 
their  own  cooking.  Besides  being  a unique  event  in  scouting 
activities  it  was  a new  and  enjoyable  experience  for  our  boys. 

Changes  on  the  Educational  Staff. — The  close  of  the 
School  Year  in  June  saw  the  following  resignations  from  our 
educational  staff:  Miss  Evelyn  Ellis,  Miss  Margaret  Putnam 
and  Miss  Norah  Hart — Miss  Ellis  had  been  for  a number  of  years 
a most  valued  member  of  our  literary  staff.  Her  cheerful 
disposition,  optimistic  outlook  upon  life  and  unquestioned 
teaching  ability  made  her  a great  favorite  with  staff  and  pupils, 
and  the  hearty  best  wishes  of  all  went  with  her  when  on  June 
25th  she  became  the  wife  of  Dr.  Earle  F.  Whyte,  then  on  the 
staff  of  Queens  University.  We  are  all  pleased  that  a change 
in  Dr.  Whyte's  employment  has  brought  them  both  back  as 
residents  in  Halifax.  Miss  Putnam  had  been  on  our  staff  as 
Kindergarten  teacher  for  only  one  year,  but  her  success  during 
that  time  made  it  a matter  of  sincere  regret  when  she  decided  to 
sever  her  connection  with  the  school.  Miss  Norah  Hart,  a 
popular  member  of  our  musical  staff  for  four  years,  resigned 
to  take  a position  with  the  Halifax  Conservatory  of  Music. 

At  the  opening  of  the  School  in  September.  Miss  Margaret 
Kuhn  of  Halifax  and  Miss  Prudence  Campbell  of  Hampton,  a 
graduate  of  the  School,  were  added  to  our  Literary  staff;  Miss 
Marjorie  Josey  of  Halifax  took  charge  of  our  Kindergarten  and 
Miss  Venetia  Jewers,  another  graduate  of  the  School,  became 
attached  to  our  musical  staff. 

Obituary. — On  July  14th,  1924.  Miss  Reba  Coyle,  of  Hants- 
port.  N.  S„  passed  away  at  her  home  after  a very  brief  illness. 
Miss  Coyle  had  only  attended  the  School  one  year,  but  her  pro- 
gress in  that  time  gave  promise  of  a most  hopeful  future. 
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On  other  pages  of  this  report  will  be  found  the  list  of  grad- 
uates and  the  list  of  prize-winners  for  the  past  school  year. 

In  conclusion  your  Superintendent  wishes  to  acknowledge 
the  courtesies  and  co-operation  which  he  has  enjoyed  from  the 
members  of  the  Board,  from  the  entire  staff,  office,  educational 
and  domestic,  and  from  the  pupils.  To  all  of  the  foregoing 
should  be  attributed  the  success  which  has  marked  the  year 
covered  by  this  report.

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General  Information. 


TERRITORY. 

While  known  as  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  this 
school  really  serves  the  blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and 
Newfoundland. 

ELIGIBILITY  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Any  person  resident  within  the  above-mentioned  territory 
between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has  insuffi- 
cient sight  to  make  proper  use  of  the  public  schools,  who  has 
sufficient  mentality  to  benefit  by  literary  or  industrial  training, 
and  who  is  of  good  moral  character  is  eligible  as  a pupil.  Special 
arrangements  are  also  made  for  the  admission  of  worthy  and 
otherwise  desirable  applicants  over  the  age  of  twenty -one. 

While  it  is  desirable  that  pupils  should  begin  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September  or  January,  pupils  may  be 
admitted  at  any  time. 

EXPENSE. 

To  pupils  having  a legal  settlement  in  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces or  Newfoundland  the  School  is  absolutely  free  as  to  board, 
lodging,  laundry  and  training.  Pupils  are  expected  to  pay  their 
own  travelling  expenses  and  supply  their  own  clothing  and 
smaller  personal  needs. 

HOUSING. 

Our  pupils  and  staff  are  housed  in  comfortable  buildings, 
hot  water  heated  and  electric  lighted.  Every  precaution  is  taken 
against  fire  menace,  and  a regularly  employed  watchman  patrols 
all  parts  of  the  buildings  every  hour  of  the  night. 

HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  is  under  the  care  of  a permanent 
resident  nurse  and  four  regular  visiting  physicians.  In  addition 
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the  School  has  the  services  of  an  expert  oculist,  and  every  effort 
is  made  not  only  to  safeguard  but  to  improve  as  far  as  possible 
the  amount  of  vision  possessed  by  some  of  our  pupils. 

RELIGIOUS  ADVANTAGES. 

The  School  is  positively  non-sectarian.  Pupils  are  required 
to  attend  in  supervised  groups  the  services  of  city  churches  repre- 
senting the  denomination  stated  on  the  original  application 
forms,  and  no  deviation  is  allowed  from  this  policy  except  on 
written  request  of  parents  or  guardians.  Religious  instruction 
in  Sunday  School  classes  is  carried  on  in  the  school  by  volunteer 
workers  who  come  in  from  the  pupils  own  churches,  and  every 
effort  is  made  to  facilitate  the  performance  of  the  religious 
duties  of  all  pupils  in  their  chosen  creed. 

EDUCATIONAL  TRAINING. 

The  educational  system  of  the  School  falls  into  three  de- 
partments— Literary,  Musical  and  Manual  Training. 

LITERARY. 

In  the  Literary  Department  the  entire  regular  school  course 
is  covered  from  kindergarten  to  the  end  of  the  third  year  of  high 
school  work.  In  addition  pupils  are  given  a course  in  practical 
typewriting.  While  the  great  majority  of  our  pupils  are  taught 
to  read  and  write  Braille  (the  raised  point  system  used  by  the 
blind)  a smaller  number,  whose  degree  of  sight  warrants  it,  are 
permitted  a limited  use  of  ink  print  and  pencil  work.  Four 
diplomas  are  granted  from  this  department:  Common  School, 
High  School  First  Year,  High  School  Second  Year,  High  School 
Third  Year. 

MUSICAL. 

In  the  Musical  Department  pupils  receive  thorough  training 
in  piano  music,  a limited  number  receive  individual  vocal  in- 
struction, and  selected  pupils  instruction  in  playing  the  pipe 
organ.  Diplomas  or  certificates  are  given  in  accordance  with 
the  work  covered.  Regular  and  efficient  classes  in  chorus  sing- 
ing are  conducted  for  both  older  and  younger  pupils. 

A very  important  department  of  instruction  is  that  in 
pianoforte  tuning,  and  diplomas  are  given  to  men  who  satisfac- 
torily complete  this  course. 
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MANUAL  TRAINING. 

In  the  Manual  Training  Department  instruction  is  given 
in  woodwork,  broom-making,  brush-making,  mattress-making 
and  repairing,  shoe-repairing,  cane-seating,  reed  basketry,  rug- 
weaving, sewing  and  knitting.  Certificates  are  granted  to 
graduates  in  accordance  with  the  courses  covered. 

Excellent  classes  in  physical  drill  for  both  girls  and  boys 
are  conducted  by  trained  instructors. 

MAINTENANCE. 

The  School  is  maintained  by  per  capita  grants  from  the 
three  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland,  by  the  income 
from  a small  endowment,  and  by  public  donations. 

MANAGEMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  School  are  under  the  direction  of  a board 
of  twelve  members,  which  holds  regular  monthly  meetings  and 
the  members  of  which  take  a keen  personal  interest  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  institution  and  its  pupils.  The  Provincial  Secretary 
of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Premiers  of  New  Brunswick,  Prince 
Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland  are  ex-officio  Managers.

I (I ) — The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has,  under  the 
provision  of  "Chapter  50,”  a settlement  in  any  municipality, 
city  or  town,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such  municipality  or  to 
the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  an  order  for  the  admission 
of  such  person  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  which  order 
the  said  warden  or  mayor  shall  at  once  grant  under  his  hand  and 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality,  city  or  town,  on  being 
satisfied  that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  pre- 
scribed, and  has  a legal  settlement  in  such  municipality,  city  or 
town.

(b)  The  aiding  by  ways  of  grants,  concessions  or  oth«rw“e' 

of  any  organizations  or  associations  within  the  con  . 

city,  town,  or  municipality,  formed  for  the  purpose  of  employing 
those  who  are  totally  or  partiaUy  blind. 
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An  Act  Respecting  the  Education  of  the  Blind 
for  New  Brunswick.

1.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  179  of  these  Consolidated  Statutes,  a settle- 
ment within  any  county  or  city  of  the  province,  may  apply  to 
the  waiden  of  the  municipality,  or  the  mayor  of  the  city,  for  an

2.  The  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council,  upon  being  sat- 
isfied that  the  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the  Province  of 
New  Brunswick,  and  has  no  means  of  paying  the  expenses  of  his 
or  her  education,  may  by  Order-in-Council  make  the  provisions 
of  this  Chapter  apply  to  any  blind  person  over  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  and  such  order  shall  specify  the  muncipality  in  which 
such  blind  person  has  a settlement,  and  upon  which  he  or  she 
shall  be  chargeable.  Such  Order-in-Council  shall  entitle  the 
blind  person  mentioned  therein  to  be  received  at  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind,  on 
the  same  terms  as  persons  mentioned  in  sections  I and  5 of  this 
Chapter.

Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages  of  six  and  ten  years 
shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years  in  addition  to  the  time  in 
attendance  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  pupils  under  thirteen 
years  of  age,  when  entering  the  school,  shall  be  entitled  to  remain 
seven  years;  those  entering  between  the  ages  of  thirteen  and 
seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  five  years;  and  those  be- 
tween the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one  years  to  remain 
three  years.— 55  V.,  C.  8,  S 2;  59  V.,  C.  13,  S 2. 

6 For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  Halifax  School 
for  the  Blind,  or  other  institution  for  the  blind,  approved  as 
aforesaid,  pursuant  to  this  Chapter,  and  educated  and  boarded 
therein,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  such  school  or  institution  for 
the  blind  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  provincial  treasury, 
at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  half- 
yearly,  and  also  to  receive  at  the  same  rate  from  the  county 
school  fund  of  the  municipality  to  which  the  said  blind  person 
belongs.

which  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  an  order  given  under 
the  provisions  of  the  said  section.
